Havana* Feb. 16.—At a quarter before 


10 o'clock last evening a terrible ex- 
plosion took place on board the United 
States cruiser Maine, in Havana har- 
bor. Many were killed or wounded. All 
the boats of the Spanish cruiser Al- 
fonso XUI are assisting. As yet the 
cause of the explosion is not apparent. 
The wounded sailors of the Maine are 
unable to explain it. It is believed that 
the cruiser is totally destroyed. 


The explosion shook the whole city. 


The windows were broken in all the 
houses. 


A press correspondent has conversed 


with several of the wounded sailors 
and understands from them that the 
explosion took place while they were 
asleep, so that they can give no par- 
ticulars as to the cause. 


The wildest consternation prevails in 


Havana. The wharves are crowded 
with thousands of people. 
It is be- 


lieved that the explosion occurred in a 
small powder magazine. 


Captain Sigsbee and the other officers 


have been saved. It is estimated that 
over a hundred of the crew were killed, 
but it is impossible as yet to give the 
exact details. 


Admiral Manterola has ordered that 


boats of all kinds should go to the as- 
sistance of the Maine and her wound- 
ed. The Havana firemen are giving aid, 
tending carefully to the 
wounded as i 


they are brought on shore. It is a ter- ! 
rible sight. General Solano and the 
other generals have been ordered by 
Captain General Blanco to take steps 
to help the Maine's crew in every way 
possible. 


Captain Sigsbee says that the ex- 


plosion occurred in the bow of the ves- 


• sel. He received a" wound in the head. 
Orders were given to the other officers 
to save. tneniselVes as best they could. 
The latter/who were literally'thrown 
from their bunks in their night cloth- 
ing, gave the necessary orders with 
great self possession and bravery. 


The first theory was that there had 


been a preliminary explosion in the 
Santa Barbara (magazine) with powder 
or dynamite below water. 


The Maine was a battleship of the sec- 


ond class, and was regarded as one of the 
best ships in the new navy. She was 
built at the Brooklyn navy yard, and is 
318 feet long, 57 feet broad, 21.6 feet 
mean draught and 6,682 tons displace- 
ment. She had two ten inch vertical 
turrets and two military masts, and 
her motive powerwas furnished bytwin 
screw vertical triple expansion engines, 
haying a maximum horse power of 9,- 
293, capable of making a speed of 17.45 
knots.. She carried four ten inch and 
• 


six six Inch breech loading guns in her 
main battery and seven six pounders 
and eight one pound rapid fire guns 
and four Catlings in her secondary bat- 
tery, and four Whitehead torpedoes. 
The Maine cost «2,588,000. She had a 
steel hull and a complement of 874 men.

The Cruiser Haine Destroyed in 
Havana Harbor. 
. viVi'VïT**. 


PERHAPS A EUÎÎDRED DEAD. 


Havana* Feb. 16.—At a quarter before 


10 o’clock last evening a terrible ex­ 
plosion took place on board the United 
States cruiser Maine, in Havana har­ 
bor. Many were killed or wounded. All 
the boats of the Spanish cruiser Al­ 
fonso XIII are assisting. 
As yet the 
cause of the explosion is not apparent. 
The wounded sailors of the Maine are 
unable to explain it. It is believed that 
the cruiser is totally destroyed. 


The explosion shook the whole city. 
The windows were broken in all the 
houses. 


A press correspondent has conversed 
with several of the wounded sailors 
and understands from them that the 
explosion took place while they were 
asleep, so that they can give no par­ 
ticulars as to the cause. 


The wildest consternation prevails in 
Havana. 
The wharves are crowded 
with thousands of people. 
It is be­ 
lieved that the explosion occurred in a 
small powder magazine. 


Captain Sigsbee and the other officers 
have been saved. It is estimated that 
over a hundred of the crew were killed, 
but it is impossible as yet to give the 
exact details. 


Admiral Manterola has ordered that 
boats of all kinds should go to the as­ 
sistance of the Maine and her wound­ 
ed. The Havana firemen are giving aid, 
tending carefully to the wounded as 
they are brought on shore. It is a ter­ 
rible sight. 
General Solano and the 
other generals have been ordered by 
Captain General Blanco to take step3 
to help the Maine's crew in every way 
possible. 


Captain Sigsbee says that the ex­ 
plosion occurred in the bow of the ves- 
^ sel. He received a wound in the head. 
‘Orders were given to the other officers 
to save tnemselVea as best they could. 
The latter, who were literally thrown 
from their bunks in their night cloth­ 
ing, gave the necessary orders with 
great self possession and bravery. 


The first theory was that there had 
been a preliminary explosion in the 
Santa Barbara (magazine) with powder 
or dynamite below water. 


The Maine was a battleship of the sec­ 
ond class, and was regarded as one of the 
best ships in the new navy. 
She was 
built at the Brooklyn navy yard, and is 
318 feet long, 57 feet broad, 21.6 feet 
mean draught and 6,682 tons displace­ 
ment. 
She had two ten inch vertical 
turrets and two military masts, and 
her motive power was furnished by twin 
screw vertical triple expansion engines, 
having a maximum horse power of 9,~ 
293« capable of making a speed of 17.45 
knots. 
She carried four ten Inch and 
six six inch breech loading guns in her 
main battery and seven six pounders 
and eight one pound rapid fire guns 
and four Gatlings in her secondary bat­ 
tery, and four Whitehead torpedoes. 
The Maine cost $2,588,000. 
She had a 
steel hull and a complement of 874 men.

When he first enters the service he is 
provided, free, with a complete outfit 
of clothing and bedding, and receives 
$9 per month, beside his rations. This 
pay is increased to $15 and $21 pel- 
month, respectively, before he reaches 
his majority, when he -can re-enlist, 
with a chance of petty officer's rations 
always ready for him. There is noth- 
ing to prevent any intelligent boy who 
lias been well behaved to secure a 
well paid position for life in the 
Dmted States naval service.

[., after leaving the receiving ship, is 
ivhere the boy receives his first lessons 
In seamanship, gunnery and, what is 
more important, discipline.

AERONAUT'S THRILLING EXPERIENCE 


UP AMONG THE CLOUDS. 


The Balloon j;ur»t

Professor A. W. Barnard, the aero-

burst when a mile above the earth. 
He aud his apparatus plunged back to 
solid ground, and the remarkable fact 
is that he escaped serious injury. Fe 
was badly shaken up, but quickly re- 
covered from the shock sufficiently to 
walk. 
The daring aerial navigator 


owes his escape to the fact that his 
balloon luckily transformed itself in- 
to a parachute. 
Professor Barnard 


arranged to make a quiet voyage with 
his airship for experimental purposes, 
and his ascension was not advertised. 
He made it from the grounds of the 
Tennessee 
Centennial exposition. 


He began his flight into the upper 
regions without demonstration and 
with no crowd present to cheer him 
on. He had made careful preparations, 
forcing nearly 5000 feet of hydrogen 
gas into the balloon. This was more 
than he had used on any of his previ- 
ous trips, and the fabric of his balloon 
was distended until it almost snapped 
with the tension. 


When Professor Barnard shouted 


"Let her go! " his assistants released 
the machine and it shot away from the 
earth like a mighty bird. As it rose 
above the trees and buildings it at- 
tracted the notice of people, and news 
of the ascension spread from mouth to 
mouth. The streets 
were quickly 


filled with spectators, and many hur- 
ried toward the exposition grounds. 
The daring inventor was plainly seen 
mauipulating the machinery until the 
airship was high in the air. When it 
had become a mere speck against the 
sky the spectators suddenly saw it re- 
verse its course and begin to fall.

that on election night a cat jumped 
into the large empty ballot box and 
was unnoticed by the counters, and 
the work continued. 
When the count 
was finished the ballots were thrown 
in and the box was locked and sealed. 
In the course of the night Alderman 
Fritz, while hunting for his cat dis­ 
covered she Mfas in the ballot box. 
A 
legal consultation had to be made bo- 
fore the cat could be released, and it 
was found that the ballots had been 
destroyed by the cat’s violent efforts 
to get out of her prison. 


The cradle af Eugene Field was 
rocked in Missouri, his death-bed 
rested in Illinois, and the 
nation 
claims the fruit of his gentle genius 
as a treasure in American letters, ex­ 
claims the New York Mail and Ex­ 
press. 
He was primarily and always 
a newspaper worker, and journalism, 
therefore, is indirectly honored by 
any public tribute to his memory. 
It 
is just two years since he laid down 
his pen in the ripeness of his powers, 
and by the act made millions mourn 
for a man as gifted as he was modest. 
In his native state an association is 
laboring earnestly for the erection of 
a Field monument upon the campus of 
the University of Columbia. 
That 
the movement will succeed is not open 
to doubt. The public schools through* 
amt the state ,;^ve public literary ex- 
ercises by which nearly $10,000 was 
added to the fund. 
Field was peculi­ 
arly the poet of the children. 
He 
possessed the open sesame not only 
of the eliild-mind, but pf the child- 
lieart. 
The children of Missouri do 
Avell in their’ touching tribute to one 
•who M'as himself a Missouri child, 
Let his monument rise. 


Qualifications a Hoy M usi H ave io TCnter 
I ho Service — 'Wlint IIo Is T au g h t on a 
T raining S h ip —D oin g a Man*« W ork on 
a M an-of-W n r-S p ecial T raining Schools 
There are fully fifty million of peo­ 
ple in the United States who have 
never been on board an American man- 
of-war, and probably sixty million be­ 
tween our Atlantic and Pacific coasts 
that know practically nothing about 
the men that are necessary for the 
manning of our new vessels, and yet 
our modern ships are wonderful shells 
of steel and armor/ filled with the best 
and finest of guns and instruments 
that the ingenuity of man can pro­ 
duce. 


It is only during the last few years 
that much popular interest has been 
taken in the personnel of the navy. 
One of the most effective steps toward 
the proper manning of the man-of-war 
* of the future was the establishing of 
the apprentice training system for 
American boys who wished to become 
man-o’-war’s men. 


During the first few years following 
the introduction of boys as appren­ 
tices their 
presence was generally 
opposed by the men and protested, 
against by the officers, it being claimed 
that they were not strong enough to 
do a mau’s work. 
It was found in a 
short time that want of strength when 
hauling on ropes at drill or pulling an 
oar in a boat was amply made up by 
the apprentice boy’s cat-like activity 
aloft, and his quick way of picking up 
signalling and the more elaborate 
system of gunnery. 


Any American boy between four­ 
teen and seventeen years of age is 
eligible for the naval service, provid­ 
ing he is physically and mentally 
qualified and possesses good character. 
When he first enters the service he is 
provided, free, writh a complete outfit 
of clothing and bedding, and receives 
$9 per month, beside his rations. This 
pay is increased to $15 and $21 per 
month, respectively, before he reaches 
his majority, when he ’can re-enlist, 
with a chance of petty officer’s rations 
always ready for him. 
There is noth­ 
ing to prevent any intelligent boy who 
has been well behaved to secure a 
well paid position for life in the 
United States naval service. 


The training station at Newport, B. 


I., after leaving the receiving ship, is 
where the boy receives his first lessons 
in seamanship, gunnery and, what is 
more important, discipline. 
He is 
taught that strict observance of all 
rules is a virtue on board a man-of- 
war, and that such vices as drinking 
liquor and smoking cigarettes are not 
permitted. 
Perhaps a boy has his 
greatest trials when he is on the train­ 
ing ships, where he is still treated as 
a boy, though he may be able to pull 
an oar, reef a sail or receive a message 
with flags as well as his teacher. 


Every one of our vessels has in her 
complement a certain number of ap­ 
prentices of the first or second class, 
received from the 
training ships. 
Sometimes the number allowed is ex­ 
ceeded, as was the case on the crack 
cruiser Brooklyn some time 
ago, 
where, instead of the forty allowed, 
over sixty are needed to fill the short­ 
age of men. 
Some of these boys are 
only sixteen years of age, but do a 
man’s work and are proud of it. 


It will interest the people through­ 
out our land to know that some weeks 
ago, while the powerful fleet of our 
North*American squadron was mane­ 
uvering in such a splendid manner 
011 the Southern drill ground, behind 
every one of the formidable guns there 
stood a graduate of the apprentice 
system—that the shotand shell falling 
writh such well directed aim and pre­ 
cision at the targets had been aimed 
by these boys and young men. 


Twelve years ago the government, 
recognizing the importance of having 
an efficient corps of well trained men 
011 hand to handle the modern ap­ 
pliances 011 board ship, established 
special training schools at Newport, 
B. I., and Washington, D. C. 
The 
vacancies in these schools are, except 
in rare cases, reserved for the ex-ap­ 
prentices. 
At these places the sea­ 
man becomes proficient in the use of 
modern guns, the manufacture and 
preparation of exjjlosives and manag­ 
ing of torpedoes. It would appear al­ 
most incredible that a man can acquire 
practical knowledge of several sub­ 
jects in the short space of time allowed 
at these training places. 
On all our 
ships the electric turret gear, the ever 
running dynamos, the installation of 
wires and lights, the torpedoes, and 
the many other delicate contrivances 
are managed by men who have spent 
a year or more in the seamen gunner 
class. 
Besides these varied and use­ 
ful accomplishments, they can bend a 
topsail or mend the rigging on a sail­ 
ing ship; they can go down in a diving 
suit to examine damages to the bottom 
or recover a lost anchor; they are able 
to cook qr wasli 011 board a torpedo 
boat, if necessary; and also keep an ac­ 
count of the stores in a satisfactory 
manner. 
In fact, the seaman gunner 
is what a new ship needs more than 
the old type of sailor man. 


All apprentices upon discharge do 
not g>9 to the gunnery schools, as the 
accommodation there is too small for 
go many. 
Some prefer to re-enlist 


with the gnu force, and* before the 
end of the first year the boy with his 
first enlistment stripe,if he has shown 
the proper pluck and zeal, performs 
the duty and receives the pay of a 
petty officer.—New York Herald. 


OLD MINES REDISCOVERED.

Gold was probably the first metal 
observed and collected, because of the 
instinctive understanding of its in­ 
trinsic value. 
About it superstitions 
grew, religious and ceremonious rites, 
and strange crimes were committed 
for its possession in the days when it 
was believed that it was of such stuff 
that the sun itself was made and the 
halls of Valhalla paved. 
Rock paint­ 
ings and darvings in Egyptian tombs 
earlier than the days of Joseph indi­ 
cate the operation of washing aurife­ 
rous sand, and a subsequent melting 
in furnaces by the aid of blowpipes. 


Less than twenty years ago the old 
mines of Nubia, so graphically de­ 
scribed by Diodorous, were rediscov­ 
ered 011 the shores of the Red sea, to­ 
gether with a line of ancient wells 
across the desert; the underground 
workings where ore veins had been 
followed with the pick, the rude cup­ 
eling furnaces for assaying, picks, oil- 
lamps, stone mills, mortars and pes­ 
tles, inclined washing-tables of stone, 
crucibles, aud retorting furnaces of 
burned tile, by which the entire pro­ 
cess could be traced. 
Here slaves 
and hapless prisoners of war ex­ 
changed their life-blood for glittering 
dust to fill the treasuries of their cap­ 
tors, 
In India and Asia Minor the 
powdered ore was washed down over 
smooth sloping rocks, and gold caught 
in the fleeces of sheepskins sunk in 
the street. 
It was literally a golden 
fleece that Jason brought back from 
the Caucasus. 


Farther north, and following the 
eastern foothills of Mount Ararat to 
the southern slopes of the Ural moun­ 
tains in Russian Siberia, where last 
year millions were taken out of the 
old mines, the ancient Scythians broke 
lip rock and gravel with copper imple­ 
ments, scraped out the glittering dust, 
and nuggets with the fangs of wild 
boars, and through this region miners 
of today know that one of the chief 
dangers to be avoided are the Scythian 
pits, 60 feet deep in the gravel, and 
shaped like a well. 
The remains of 
thousands of small furnaces of burned 
clay testify to the long period over 
which the workings of the mines ex­ 
tended.—Modern Machinery.

The horrible means used for inflict­ 
ing the extreme penalty of the law by 
the Chinese has been the subject of 
many articles all over the civilized 
world, but of late, owing to the ad­ 
vantages of a higher education and 
the introduction of civilized customs 
into the Chinese empire, little has 
been heard of these cold-blooded exe­ 
cutions. 


It seems, however, that, although 
the inexorable indiscretionary law has 
passed out of existence in the more 
civilized portion of the empire, it is 
still in effect in other localities, where 
the condemned is put to death by 
slicing process. 
A case has recently 
come to light in the northern part of 
China, and although efforts were made 
to save the offender, they were unsuc­ 
cessful, and he was killed in the old- 
time way—literally butchered alive. 


The victim was a boy eleven years 
old, who, while playing with a piece 
of metal attached to a cord, accident­ 
ally struck his mother on the head, 
her injury proving fatal.

liar Chinese law the child who kills a 
parent, wilfully or by accident, must 
pay for the act with his life. The child 
in this case was accordingly taken 
into custody at once, a mere form of 
trial was gone through, aud a verdict 
of guilty found and sentence of death 
by the knife passed.

Professor A. W. Barnard, the aero­ 
naut, had a plienominal escape from 
death at Nashville, Tenn. 
He fell 
from a height of 5000 feet and lives to 
tell of his thrilling experience. 
The 
balloon which supports his airs tip 
burst when a mile above the earth. 
He aud his apparatus plunged back to 
solid ground, and the remarkable fact 
is that he escaped serious injury. 
He 
was badly shaken up, but quickly re­ 
covered from the shock sufficiently to 
walk. 
The daring aerial navigator 
owes his escape to the fact that his 
balloon luckily transformed itself in­ 
to a parachute. 
Professor Barnard 
arranged to make a quiet voyage with 
liis airship for experimental purposes, 
and his ascension was not advertised. 
He made it from the grounds of the 
Tennessee 
Centennial 
exposition. 
He began his flight into the upper 
regions without demonstration and 
with no crowd present to cheer him 
011. He had made careful preparations, 
forcing nearly 5000 feet of hydrogen 
gas into the balloon. 
This was more 
than he had used on any of his previ­ 
ous trips, and the fabric of his balloon 
was distended until it almost snapped 
with the tension. 


When Professor Barnard shouted 
“ Let her go! ” his assistants released 
the machine and it shot away from the 
earth like a mighty bird. 
As it rose 
above the trees and buildings it at­ 
tracted the notice of people, and news 
of the ascension spread from mouth to 
mouth. 
The streets 
were quickly 
tilled with spectators, and many hur­ 
ried toward the exposition grounds. 
The daring inventor was plainly seen 
manipulating the machinery until the 
stir ship was high in the air. 
When it 
had become a mere speck against the 
sky the spectators suddenly saw it re­ 
verse its course and begin to fall. 


It was soon 
observed that the 
balloon and its attachments 
were 
wobbling in a strange manner, and it 
became evident to the anxious throng 
below that something had gone wrong 
with the airship. 
As the falling ma­ 
chine and its lone passenger came 
near enough to be seen distinctly, it 
was noticed that the balloon had lost 
much of its gas, for it had lost its 
shape and its loose sides were flapping 
like so many streamers. 
The word 
was passed that the balloon had burst 
and the city was tilled with excite­ 
ment. 
The flying machine at times 
fell with fearful velocity,and at others 
floated with an easy motion. 
The 
balloon was flattened out and had 
somewhat the effect of an irregularly- 
shaped parachute. 
It swayed from 
side to side and threatened to throw7 
the navigator from his seat. 


As the airship shot down to the 
earth Professor Barnard could be seen 
holding with a grip of death to the 
ropes. 
When within about two hun­ 
dred feet of the earth the balloon be­ 
came partially filled with air as it 
rushed rapidly to the earth. 
It tilled 
out and the speed of the descent was 
checked. 
By the time it struck the 
ground it was traveling at a moderate­ 
ly low rate of speed, and Professor 
Barnard wTas not even stunned when 
he finally landed on Mother Earth af­ 
ter his thrilling experience. 
The 
balloon, after it struck the earth, 
drifted up against a fence, where it 
lodged. 
The gas which was escaping 
from the rent in the ballon was suf­ 
focating. 
The balloon fell in a vacant 
lot outside the exposition grounds, not 
far from the main entrance. 


As soon as the cripple airship with 
its human freight struck the earth a 
large crowd rushed out of the exposi­ 
tion grounds to see what damage had 
been done, 
Some were breathless 
with excitement, for they confiden­ 
tially expected to find Professor Bar­ 
nard a dead man. 
They had seen the 
balloon tumble down to the earth in 
an unnatural shape and knew that the 
chance of a horrible result to the acci­ 
dent was almost sure to follow. They 
were relieved to find the daring aero­ 
naut safe and sound. 
The professor 
was naturally rattled a bit, but he was 
only too glad that he landed on a soft 
place, 
The lot in which the ship fell 
is covered with grass knee high, and 
was about the most comfortable spot 
that Professor Barnard could have 
selected, even if hehadanopjjortunity 
of making a choice. 
It is almost a 
miracle that he escaped a horrible 
death. 
The trees houses and fences 
near by were objects that he dreaded, 
and as the affair turned out ho was 
fortunate enough to escape every ob­ 
stacle. —Philadelphia Times,

Experiments of an interesting na­ 
ture have lately been made at the in­ 
stigation of the Prussian war office,to 
endeavor to decide the question as to 
whether the consumption of small 
quantities of sugar renders the tired 
muscles capable of renewed exertion. 
In order to obtain a practical result, 
the person who was made the subject 
of the experiment was kept totally ig­ 
norant of the object of the experi­ 
menters, 
On one day a sweet fluid 
was administered, containing 30 grams 
of sugar; 011 tho next a similar liquid 
containing a sufficient amount of sac­ 
charine to render it indistinguishable 
from the other as regarded taste. After 
a very large amount of muscular work 
had been performed it was found that 
better results could be obtained on the 
days 'when tho sugar was given than 
on the days when saccharine was 
given. 
Tho blood had become very 
poor in sugar in consequence of the 
severe muscular effort, and the ad­ 
ministration of a comparatively small 
quantity of sugar Juid a markedly in­

TIVELY UNKNOWN RACE. 


of Gigantic Mlrd*— 


of the Went Coast—A Low Sonic of 
JIuniiiiiMy—Tallcm IVople in tlio World 
Are the Teliimlclu-s—Fiiu- Family TciitM 
Professor J. 13. Hatcher, of Prince- 


ton University, has newly returned 
from a remarkable trip of exploration 
in a hitherto unknown region of South 
America—namely, the wild interior of 
Patagonia. 
The various tribes of 


aborigines iu that part of the world, 
writes Eene Bacho in the Detroit 
Free Press, are among the strangest 
and most picturesque savages in exist- 
ence, some of them being described as 
representing almost the lowest stage 
iii the scale of human development. 
Their country, too, is more than 
ordinarily interesting, being associated 
since the earliest times with rumors 
of gigantic human inhabitants and an 
astonishing fauna. 
Quite recently 


some skeletons of birds that had heads 
as big as those of horses have actually 
been dug Tip. 
They stood at least 


nine feet high, and had short wings, 
claws like an eagle's and a beak like u 
condor's. It is likely that they at- 
tacked with success the largest mam- 
mals contemporary with them, being 
the biggest fowls of prey that ever 
iived; but they became extinct long 
ago, and so there was no opportunity 
for Professor Hatcher to secure a 
living specimen. 


The professor made several trips, 


during one of which—through the 
desert interior—he did not see a 
human being for over four months, 
except Mr. O. 'A. Peterson, of Prince- 
ton, who accompanied him. He dis- 
covered a river never before heard of, 
which is one of the largest in Pata- 
gonia, very swift and deep. But his 
most interesting observations related 
to the aboriginal tribes, respecting 
some of which almost nothing was 
knoAvn. 
Of these not the least no- 


table were the savages of the Avest 
coast, Avho are au aquatic people, liv- 
ing almost entirely in small open boats, 
which they construct with much skill 
out of large pieces of beech bark sewn 
together with 
sineAv and 
flexible 


whalebone. Of the latter considerable 
quantities are thrown up along shore. 


These natives feed almost exclusive- 


ly on shellfish, which they pick up 
along shore, while the remains of an 
accasional seal or sea otter cast up by 
che Avaves or killed with spears. serve 
to vary the monotony of the diet. 
Probably among no other people in 
the world are the actual necessities of 
life so few. With no constant habita- 
tion—uo place of residence that can 
properly be called a home—they move 
about from one sheltered cove to an- 
other. 
Their occupation of any parti- 


cular locality is entirely dependent 


the abundance of edible mol- 
and upon the weather, which 


American ostrich, nnd from the skins 
of these and other animals they inakd 
clothes uiid coverings for their tents. 
They make beautiful "capes" or ro.au* 
ties, of fur and 
feathers, which are 


highly prized by Europeans and find 
a ready market, most of the proceeds 
being spent for bad whisky, which is 
brought into the coirotiy m quantities 
by traders. 


Profesor Hatcher reports ih^t i\ie 


Tehuelches are superior in one re- 
spect to any other nomadic tribe iu 
America. 
Their tents, which are ol 


skhiH stitched together to tit a frame- 
work of poles, are carried Avith them 
wherever they wander, and are so 
constructed as to be divided by com- 
partments into 
liA-ing and sleeping 


quarters. There is one large living 
room in the family tent, and a rear 
portion is divided into a series of 
sleeping rooms four to six feet Avide. 
The tent is shaped like a huge box, 
open at one side; ordinarily it is twen- 
ty feet long by twelve feet in Avidth.

A Union Pacific engineer has a 


fashion of making unique pocket pieces 
'or his friends. 
He runs a passenger 


engine west, and when oiling previ- 
ous to a run he drops a nickle five- 
cent piece into the brass oil cup on 
the crosshead of the piston rod. His 
run is 300 miles. 
When he reaches 


his destination he unscrews the top of 
the oil cup and takes the nickle out. 
It has been metamorphosed 
into a 


curious little button -with an evenly 
turned rim, within which, on the one 
side is the 
countersunk -head of 


Liberty, divested of her stars, and on 
the other side a V and the wreath. 
The edge of the crown is as perfect as 
if had been pounded on an anvil by an 
expert silversmith. 


The perfection of this is due to the 


even vibration the coin has been sub- 
jected to. The motion of the piston 
is horizontal, and it travels forty-eight 
inches, back and forth, with every 
revolution of the wheels. The interior 
of the oil cup is round and the edges 
of the nickel as it travels back and 
forth in the oil, striking the sides of 
the cup, are turned over and pounded 
into perfect roundness.

a nickle is left in the cup during the 
round trip, or 600 miles. When taken 
out it is a nickle bullet, a perfect 
polished sphere. Who discovered this 
unique method of turning the edges 
of a nickel is not known, bnt many

A rapid penman can write thirty 
words in a minute. 
To do this he 
must draw his quill through the space 
of a rod—sixteen and a half feet. 
In 
forty minutes his pen travels a fur­ 
long, and in five hours and a third a 
mile. 
We make 011 an average six­ 
teen curves of the pen in writing each 
word; 
writing 
thirty* -words in a 
minute we must make 480 to each min­ 
ute; in an hour 28,800; in a day of 
only five hours 144,000, and in a year 
of 300 days 43,200,000. The man who 
made 1,000,000 strokes with a pen in 
a month was not at all remarkable. 
Many men make 4,000,000. 
Here we 
have in the aggregate a mark 300 
miles long to be traced 
011 paper by 
each writer in the year. 
In making 
each letter of the ordinary alphabet 
we must make from three to seven 
strokes of the pen— 011 an ava’ age 
three and one-half to four. 


Cure of Cut Chryftuntliemuing. 


An expert says: “ Plunge them at 
once into a large pan of tepid water 
and keep them there for ten minutes. 
Then cut one fourth of an inch from 
each stalk while still under water, so 
that it may draw in water instead of 
air for its first nourishment.

water, the vase not tapering to a point 
at the bottom. If the w ater is changed 
daily and the flowers ke])t out of a 
gas heated atmosphere, giving them 
pure air at night, they will keep fresh 
for dayi.” 


AVinnftt: Inconceivable Am ount of d u m b er 
Cut in Wisconsin and Minnesota. 


“ The Story of a Pine Board,” is 
the title of an article by W. S. Har­ 
wood in St. Nicholas. 
Mr, Harwood 
says of the lumbering in Wisconsin 
and Minnesota: 


i bout four billion one hundred and 
sixty million feet of logs were cut in 
tho season of 1895—that is, to say* 
what is equivalent to four billion one 
hundred and sixty million pieces of 
board twelve inches square and one 
inch thick. 
I wonder if oven the lum­ 
bermen themselves, and the log cut­ 
ters, and the manufacturers of lumber 
in the great mills, realize what an 
enormous amount of lumber that is. 
Why, it would build a house around 
the globe, with a main room ten feet 
high and a largo attic, ceiling up the 
inside walls and roof with sweet, fra­ 
grant pine; it would put down a 
matched floor; and then, when the 
house was all* completed, there would 
bo left enough lumber 
to build 
tight board fences on either side of 
the house, three feet and a half high, 
the whole distance around the globe, 
beside all this, there would be shin­ 
gles enough for a good portion of the 
house, and then, if the mighty build­ 
er of such a globe-girdling house 
wanted to fit it up a little more neat­ 
ly, there would be a large supply of 
laths, and, I suppose the plasterers 
could furnish him enough stucco and 
lime. 


Or if he wanted to construct a roof- 
shelter for all the people on the globe, 
our mighty builder could accommo-" 
date them all, allowing to each, man, 
woman, and child a clear space of two 
square feet in which to stand, and 
still have room left over for five hun­ 
dred millions of men, with the same 
room in which to stand. And, to look 
at it in still another way, this same 
builder would have material to con­ 
struct a bicycle-path of pine, a little 
over two feet wide, from the earth to 
the moor, for there would be nearly 
eight 
hundred thousand 
miles of 
board a foot wide and an inch thick. In 
sawing this lumber up into the re­ 
quired length and thickness, there 
was a great waste in sawdust—so 
great, indeed, that the sawdust pile 
would stand a hundred and twelve 
feet high on a city square, and five 
hundred feet square at the base; and 
this is saying nothing about the vast 
amount of pieces of slabs which are 
split up into kindlings. 


This enormous quantity of lumber 
represents merely the output of two 
forests—one in the northwestern part 
of the state of Wisconsin, and the 
other in the northern part of the state 
of Minnesota; and at the rate the logs 
are being cut aip there will ^ o t be a 
piece of pine forest standing in all 
this vast region at the end of ten 
years, unless something is done by 
the government to put a stop to the 
ravages. 


A Curious Pocket Piece. 


A Union Pacific engineer has a 
fashion of making unique pocket pieces 
for his friends. 
He runs a passenger 
engine west, and when oiling previ­ 
ous to a run he drops a niclcle five- 
cent piece into the brass oil cup on 
the crosshead of the piston rod. 
His 
run is 300 miles. 
When he reaches 
his destination he unscrews the top of 
the oil cup and takes the nickle out. 
It has been metamorphosed into a 
curious little button with an evenly 
turned rim, within which, on the one 
side is the 
countersunk 
head of 
Liberty, divested of her stars, and on 
the other side a V and tho wreath. 
The edge of the crown is as perfect as 
if had been pounded on an anvil by an 
expert silversmith. 


The perfection of this is due to the 
even vibration the coin has been sub­ 
jected to. 
The motion of the piston 
is horizontal, and it travels forty-eight 
inches, back and forth, with every 
revolution of the wheels. The interior 
of the oil cup is round and the edges 
of the nickel as it travels back and 
forth in the oil, striking the sides of 
the cup, are turned over and pounded 
into perfect roundness. 
Sometimes 
a nickle is left in the cup during the 
round trip, or 600 miles. When taken 
out it is a nickle bullet, a perfect 
polished sphere. Who discovered this 
unique method of turning the edges 
of a nickel is not known, but many 
engineers 
know 
of 
it. — Tacoma 
(Wash.) Ledger, 


Bear and Turtle Fight'. 


Down near Miami, Fla., a big bear 
has been taught, to his discomfort, 
not to go hunting for turtle eggs any 
more. 
That is a favorite occupation 
with bears and they haunt the beaches 
ready to dig up eggs as soon as laid. 
The other night one of them, being 
greedy, was incautious, and placed 
himself in front of a turtle. 
In ­ 
stantly the turtle’s mouth snapped 
upon one leg of the bear and he was 
drawn irresistibly down to the water, 
The turtle, however, had miscalulated, 
Instead of being able to fight bettei 
in the sea, he was at a loss, for as soon 
as the buoyancy of the water caused 
him to float, the bear lifted his leg &nd 
snapped off his tormentor’s head.

For some time past 
I have watched life in its many phases, 
and have come to the conclusion that 
i*. is the woman who either develops 
the man's character or ruins it.

but what kind of a woman is she? And 
I think that the answer is as follows:

Hew Electric Light Plant. 


In accordance with the policy of 
economy adopted by the Receivers of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad an elec- 
tric lighting plant has been installed 
at Philadelphia for the 
purpose of 
lighting the passenger station, yards, 
freight stations, freight yards, docks, 
round houses, machine shops, etc. 
Twice as many lights are in service 
now as when the company purchased 
the current from local lighting com- 
panies, yet the expenses have been re- 
luced one-half. 
The Philadelphia piant consists of 
one 150 H. P. boiler, two 50 General 
Electric arc light generators which are 
belted to a 125 H. P. standard Westing- 
house engine. It took 20 miles of wire 
for the overhead construction and a 
sub-marine cable is used in crossing 
the Schuylkill River.

Normal constitutions 
flo not, as a rule, seem to find coffee in 
moderation in the least degree inju- 
rious. Dyspeptics may experience dis- 
tress from its use, but according to 
some carefully-conducted experiments, 
It is quite as likely to be the sugar and 
cream in the coffee as the coffee itself. 
Persons who have been in the habit of 
taking coffee prepared in the usual 
fashion and have found it to disagree 
with them have tried black coffee with- 
out sugar or cream with most excellent 
results. From which it may appear 
that the caffeine may not be so inju- 
rious after all; indeed, it has of late 
been used in cases of myocarditis with 
excellent effect. 
Small doses of caf- 


feine are recommended, and these at 
Intervals, the remedy being given stead- 
ily, then discontinued for a while. In 
this way the system does not become 
accustomed to the medicine and it is 
not necessary to increase the dose of 
toe rTrncr.

£till Presenting Evidence Against 


Martin and His Deputies. 


6TBIEEE8 INVITED TO LATTIMEE 


Wllkesbarre, Pa., ~ Feb. 
16.—When 


court opened on Wednesday of last 
(week in the trial of Sheriff Martin and 
bis deputies, charged with the murder 
of strikers at Lattimer on Sept 10 last, 
Judge Woodward Instructed the Jury 
to turn any anonymous letters they 
might receive over to the district at- 
torney, and not be influenced thereby. 


The testimony of the day was cor- 


roborative of that already produced. 
John 
Yourshekowlcz 
testified 
that 


Sheriff Martin fired the first shot, and 
that his shot was followed by a volley 
from the deputies. This strengthens 
the claim of the prosecution that Mar- 
tin's shot was to be the signal for a 
volley. Undertaker Ellery Bonin, who 
buried 13 of the victims, declared that 
10 were shot In the back. 


The principal witnesses on Thursday 


were Daniel Ferry, a Hazleton grocer; 
John Zappa, one of the wounded men, 
August Gatskl and Joseph Mekki. Fer- 
ry declared that Sheriff Martin was 
quite out of danger when the deputies 
fired. Zappa told how he had been fol- 
lowed and shot in the back while run- 
ning on the further side of the rail- 
road. Catski heard one of the depu- 
ties say: "Let them go until we get to 
Lattimer, and then we'll shoot them." 
Mekki testified that the deputies called 
out at West Hazleton to some of the 
strikers: "If you do not get out of the 
road we will shoot you down like dogs." 


Daniel Murphy testified that he saw 


Deputy A. E. Hess give water to a 
wounded striker, and, together1 with 
Alonzo Dodson and A. M. Eby, carry 
some of the wounded men to the cars. 


Andrew Hannes and Adam Lapinski, 


two of the wounded strikers, showed [ 
their scars. Both were t wounded in 
the back while running away. 


Upon the calling of John Ulrich the 


defense agreed to admit the following 
facts in order to hurry the trial along 
by avoiding a continued repetition of 
the same questions: First, the meeting 
of the strikers at Karwood; second, the 
presence of the deputies and strikers at 
West Hazleton; third, the fact that the 
deputies were armed; fourth, the fact 
that apparently the strikers were not 
armed. 


On Friday an unsuccessful effort was 


made to secure an acknowledgment 
from Adam Lapinski, the first witness, 
that his evidence was Influenced by a 
hope of securing damages If the depu- 
ties were convicted. Other witnesses 
testified that some of the deputies fol- 
lowed the fleeing strikers for 30 yards, 
ehootlng as they ran. Andrew Maier, 
who limped into the court room on one 
leg, having lost the othef on account of 
a, deputy's bullet, said the shooting con- 
tinued for a couple of minutes after 
the fatal volley. Martin Lachar said he 
eaw a deputy kick Maier as he lay there 
'wounded, but could not identify the 
deputy who did the kicking. The de- 
fense objected to the admission of this 
testimony, and Judge Woodward sus- 
tained the objection, as usual. The 
other evidence was corroborative of 
that already given. 


The most important witness in the 
trial on Saturday last was John Pe- 
truska, a huckster. Petruska testified 
that he saw the deputies getting guns 
at a Hazleton hardware store, and the 
men declared they were going to shoot. 
His story of the shooting coroborated 
that of previous witnesses. Mary Koh- 
ler, a servant girl, testified that the 
people of Lattimer were afraid the 
strikers would break into their homes. 
6he said they also feared that the dep- 
uties were going to shoot. 


On Monday last the testimony was 


mainly corroborative of that already 
presented. Marcy Guncavage testified 
that he heard the sheriff give the or- 
der to fire, and that the sheriff had 
previously said to him: "There is going 
to be big trouble here today." George 
Bescter swore that the flag bearer at 
the head of the strikers fell dead in the 
ditch bordering the road. 
Thomas 


Kaczick swore that a delegate from 
Lattimer, Joseph Caltlok. attendeu the 
meeting at Harwood and urged them 
to go to Lattimer and invite the men ! 
there to Join the strike. The giving of j 
the delegate's name was new evidence. 
! 


It is reported that two of last week's 
•witnesses have been discharged from i 
the mine where they were employed for 
giving evidence against the deputies. 


On Tuesday there was no new evi- 


dence introduced, though Casper Wish- 
niski, one of the wounded strikers, 
swore that Sheriff Martin fired the first 
shot, and that a striker fell This shot 
•was followed by the fatal volley. Two 
other wounded strikers testified.

Still Presenting Evidence AgainBt 
j 
Martin and His Deputies. 


CTEIKEES INVITED TO LATTIMEE 


^Wilkesbairre, 
Pa., 
Feb. 
10.—W hen 
tcourt opened on Wednesday of last 
fcveek in the trial of Sheriff Moxtin and 
his deputies, charged with the m urder 
of strikers at Lattim or on Sept 10 last, 
Judge Woodward instructed the Jury 
to turn any anonymous letters they 
m ight receive over to the district a t­ 
torney, and not be influenced thereby. 


The testimony of the day was cor­ 
roborative of th at already produced. 
John 
Yourshekowiez 
testified 
th a t 
Sheriff Martin fired the first shot, and 
th a t his shot was followed by a volley 
from the deputies. 
This strengthens 
the claim of the prosecution that M ar­ 
tin's shot was to be the signal for a 
volley. Undertaker Ellery Bonin, who 
buried 13 of the victims, declared that 
10 were shot in the back. 


The principal witnesses on Thursday 
were Daniel Ferry, a Hazleton grocer; 
John Zappa, one of the wounded men, 
A ugust Gatski and Joseph Mekki. F e r­ 
ry declared th at Sheriff Martin was 
quite out of danger when the deputies 
fired. Zappa told how he had been fol­ 
lowed and shot in the back while ru n ­ 
ning on the further side of the rail­ 
road. 
Catski heard one of the depu­ 
ties say: "Let them go until we get to 
L at timer, and then we'll shoot them .” 
Mekki testified th at the deputies called 
out at W est Hazleton to some of the 
etrikers: "If you do not get out of the 
road we will shoot you down like dogs.” 
Daniel Murphy testified that he saw 
Deputy A. ID. Hess give water to a 
wounded striker, and, together1 with 
Alonzo Dodson and A. M. Eby, carry 
some of the wounded men to the cars. 


Andrew Hannes and Adam Lapinski, 
two of the wounded strikers, showed 
their scars. 
Both were # wounded in 
the back while running away. 


Upon the calling of John Ulrich the 
defense agreed to adm it the following 
facts in order to hurry the trial along 
by avoiding a continued repetition of 
the same questions: First, the meeting 
of the strikers at Harwood; second, the 
presence of the deputies and strikers at 
W est Hazleton; third, the fact th at the 
deputies were armed; fourth, the fact 
th a t apparently the strikers were not 
armed. 


On Friday an unsuccessful effort was 
made to secure an acknowledgment 
from Adam Lapinski, the first witness, 
th a t his evidence was influenced by a 
hope of securing damages if the depu­ 
ties were convicted. 
Other witnesses 
testified that some of the deputies fol­ 
lowed the fleeing strikers for 30 yards, 
shooting as they ran. 
Andrew Maier, 
who limped Into the court room on one 
leg, having lost the othef* on account of 
a deputy's bullet, said the shooting con­ 
tinued for a couple of minutes after 
the fatal volley. Martin L achar said he 
eaw a deputy kick Maier as he lay there 
'wounded, but could not identify the 
deputy who did the kicking. 
The de­ 
fense objected to the admission of this 
testimony, and Judge Woodward sus­ 
tained the objection, as usual. 
The 
other evidence 
was corroborative of 
th a t already given, 


Tho most important witness in the 
trial on Saturday last was John Pe- 
truska, a huckster. Petruska testified 
th a t ho saw the deputies getting guna 
a t a Hazleton hardw are store, and the 
m en declared they were going to shoot. 
His story of the shooting coroborated 
th a t of previous witnesses. Mary Koh­ 
ler, a servant girl, testified th a t the 
people of Lattim er were afraid the 
strikers would break into their homes. 
She said they also feared th a t the dep­ 
uties were going to shoot. 


On Monday last the testimony was 
m ainly corroborative of th a t already 
presented. Marcy Guncavage testified 
th a t he heard the sheriff give the or­ 
der to fire, and th a t tho sheriff had 
previously said to him: “There is going 
to bo big trouble here today.” George 
Itescter swore that the flag bearer at 
th e head of the strikers fell dead In the 
ditch bordering the road. 
Thomas 
Raczlck swore th a t a delegate from 
Xiattimer, Joseph Caltiok, attendeu tho 
meeting at Harwood and urged them 
to go to Lattim er and invite the men 
there to join the strike. The giving of 
th e delegate’s name was new evidence. 
I t is reported th at two of last week's 
"Witnesses have been discharged from 
th e mine where they were employed for 
giving evidence against the deputies. 


On Tuesday there was no new evi­ 
dence introduced, though Casper Wisli- 
nieki, one of the wounded 
strikers, ' 
«wore that Sheriff Martin fired the first | 
«hot, and that a striker fell. This shot 
w as followed by the fatal volley. Two 
other wounded strikers testified.

TlioCiniisor jSaîno Destroyed in 
Havana 3£arî>or, 


PERHAPS A E U K D R E D DEAD. 


Havanav Fr-b. 16.—At a quarter before 
10 o'clock last evenins a terrible ex- 
plosion took plaoft on board the United 
States cruiser Maine, in Havana har- 
bor. Many were killed or wounded. All 
the boats oí the Spanish cruiser Al- 
fonso XIII are assipiinfi:. As yet the 
cause of the explosion is not apparent. 
The wounded sailors of the Maine are 
unable to explain it. It is believed that 
the cruiser is totally destroyed. 


The explosion shook the whole city. 
The windows were broken in all the 
houses. 


A press correcpondent has conversed 
with several of the wounded sailors 
and understands from them that the 
explosion took place while they wore 
asleep, so that; they can give no par- 
ticulars sis to the cause. 


The wildest confiternation prevails in 
Havana. 
The wharves are crowded 
with thousands of people. 
It is be- 
lieved that tho explosion occurred in a 
small powder magazine. 


Captain Sl^sbee and the other ofllcers 
have been saved. It is estimated tho.t 
over a hundred of the crew were killcl, 
but It is Impossible as yet to Give tho 
exact details. 


Admiral Manterola has ordered that 
boats of all kinds should go to the as- 
sistance of the Maine and her wound- 
ed. The Havana flremen are glvini? aid, 
tending carrfully to the wounded as 
they ore brought on shore. It Is a ter- 
rible sight. 
General 
Solano and 
the 
other generals have been ordered by 
Captain General Blanco to take steps 
to help the Maine's crew in every way 
possible. 


Captain Sigsbee says that the ex- 
plosion occurred In the bow of the ves- 
^sel. He received a wound In the head. 
Orders were sivm to the other officers 
to save tnenicelVefl as best they could. 
The latter, who were literally thrown 
from their bunks in their nlgrht cloth- 
ing, gave the necessary orders 
with 
great self possession and bravery. 


The first theory was that there ho^ 
been a preliminary explosion 
in 
the 
Santa Barbara (magazine) with powder 
or dynamite below water. 


The Maine was a battleship of the sec- 
ond class, and was regarded as one of the 
best ships in the new navy. 
She was 
built at the Brooklyn navy yard, and Is 
318 feet long, 57 feet broad, 21.6 feet 
mean draught and 6,082 tons displace- 
ment. 
She had two ten inch vertical 
turrets and two military masts, and 
her motive powerwas furnished bytwin 
screw vertical triple expansion engines, 
having a maximum horse power of 9,- 
293, capable of making a speed of 17.45 
knots. 
She carried four ten inch and 
six six Inch breech loading guns in her 
main battery and seven six pounders 
and eight one iDound rapid ñre guns 
and four Gatllngs in her secondary bat- 
tery, and four Whitehead 
torpedoes. 
The Maine cost $2,5«8.000. 
She had a 
steel hull and a complement of 874 men,

Neitherhouse transacted any businí=?ss 
on Thursday. In the senate Mr. Allen, 
of Nebraska, assailed Speaker Reed for 
"preventing the enactment of mei-ito- 
rious legislation." When called to order 
he said he was "responsible at 
any 
time, here or elesewhere, for his state- 
ments." The house consumed the day 
In filibustering against two bills of mi- 
nor Importance. 


Friday last the senate passed the In- 
dian appi'opriation bill. An amendment 
added to the measure restores tho free 
homestead law so far as it relates to 
Indian lands ceded to the United States 
for which settlers have been obliged to 
pay the purchase price paid to the In- 
dians. The house was not in session. 


On Monday of this week the amend- 
ment to the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill recognizing Cuban 
belligerency was reported adversely by 
committee. 
Mr. Morgan's 
resolution 
calling for reports of United States 
consuls in Cuba was adopted. 
The 
house passed a resolution calling for 
Information as to the condition of con- 
centrados in Cuba and tho progress 
made in Spain's efforts to induce in- 
surgents to accept autonomy.

was Introduced by Mr. Harris, of Kan- 
sas, as to why the government accept- 
ed the bid of the Kansas Pacific reor- 
ganization commlttoQ for the govern- 
ment's Interest in the property« It was 
explained that the administration was 
satisfied that the coxnniittee ofiered full 
value.

There are fully fifty million of peo- 
ple in the United States who have 
never been on board an American man- 
of-war, and probably sixty million be- 
tween our Atlantic and Pacific coasts 
that know practically 
nothing about 
the men that 
are necessary for the 
manning of oar new vessels, and yet 
our modorn ships are wonderful shells 
of steel and armor,' filled with the best 
and finest of guns 
and 
instruments 
that the ingenuity of man can 
pro- 
duce. 


It is only during the last few years 
that much popular interest has been 
taken in the pert^onnel of the navy. 
One of the most effective steps toward 
the proper manning of the man-of-war 
of the future Avas the establishing of 
the apprentice training system ior 
American boys who wished to become 
man-o'-war's men. 


During the first few years following 
the introduction of boys as ai)pren- 
tices their 
presence was generally 
opposed by the men and 
protested, 
against by the officers, it being claimed 
that they were not strong enough to 
do a man's work. 
It was found in a 
short time that want of strength when 
hauling on rojies at drill or iiullingan 
oar in a boat was amply made up by 
the apprentice boy's cat-like activity 
aloft, and his quick way of picking up 
signalling and 
the more 
elaborate 
system of gunnery. 


Any American boy between four- 
teen and seventeen years of age is 
eligible for the naval service, provid- 
ing he is physically and mentally 
qualified and j^ossesses good character. 
When he first enters the service he is 
provided, free, with a complete outfit 
of clothing and bedding, and receives 
per month, beside his rations. This 
pay is increased 
to $15 and $21 per 
month, respectively, before he reaches 
his majority, when he 'can re-enlist, 
with a chance of petty officer's rations 
always ready for him. 
There is noth- 
ing to prevent any intelligent boy who 
has been well behaved to secure a 
well 
paid jjosition for life in 
the 
United States naval service. 


The training station at Newport, E. 
I., after leaving the receiving ship, is 
where the boy receives his first lessons 
in seamanship, gunnery and, -what is 
more important, discipline. 
He is 
taught that 
strict observance of all 
rules is a virtue on board a man-of- 
war, and that such vices as drinking 
liquor and smoking cigarettes are not 
permitted. 
Perhaps a boy has his 
greatest trials when he is on the train- 
ing ships, where he is still treated as 
a boy, though he may be able to pull 
an oar, reef a sail or receive a message 
with flags as well as his teacher. 


Every one of our vessels has in her 
complement a certain number of ap- 
prentices of the first or second class, 
received from the 
training 
ships. 
Sometimes the number allowed is ex- 
ceeded, as was the case on the crack 
cruiser Brooklyn some time 
ago, 
where, instead of the forty 
alloAved, 
over sixty are needed to fill the short- 
age of men. 
Some of these boys are 
only sixteen 
j^ears of age, but do a 
man's work and are proud of it. 


It Avill interest the people through- 
out our land to know that some weeks 
ago, while the x^owerful fleet of our 
North*American squadron was mane- 
uvering in such a splendid manner 
on the Southern drill ground, behind 
every one of the formidable guns there 
stood a graduate of the apprentice 
system—that the shotand shell falling 
with such well directed aim and pre- 
cision at the targets had been aimed 
by these boys and young men. 


Twelve years ago the 
government, 
recognizing the importance of having 
an efficient corps of well trained men 
on hand to liandle the modern ap- 
pliances on board ship, 
established 
special training schools at Newport, 
B. I., and Washington, D. C. 
The 
vacancies in these schools are, except 
in rare cases, reserved for the ex-ap- 
prentices. 
At these places the sea- 
man becomes proficient in the use of 
modern 
guns, 
the manufacture and 
preparation of exjjlosives and manag- 
ing of torpedoes. It would appear al- 
most incredible that a man can acquire 
¡practical knowledge of several sub- 
jects in the short space of time allowed 
at these training i^laces. 
On all our 
ships the electric turret gear, the ever 
running dynamos, the installation of 
wires and lights, the torpedoes, and 
the many other delicate contrivances 
are managed by men -who have spent 
a year or more in the seamen 
gunner 
class. 
Besides these varied and use- 
ful accomplishments, they can bend a 
toijsuil or mend the rigging on a sail- 
ing ship; they can go down in a diving 
suit to examine damages to the bottom 
or recover a lost anchor; they are able 
to cook ly wash on board a tori^edo 
boat, if necessary; and also keep an ac- 
count of the stores in a satisfactory 
manner. 
In fact, the seamun gunner 
is what a new ship needs more than 
the old typo of sailor man. 


All ajJprentices upon discharge 
do 
not 
to the gunnery schools, as the 
accouanodation there is too small fui 
»0 many. 
iJome jjrefer to re-enlist 


with the gnu 
force, and' before the 
end of the iirst year the boy Avith his 
first enlifltment stripe, if he has shown 
the proper pluck and zeal, performs 
the duty and receives the pay of a 
petty officer.—New York Herald.

REDISCOVERED. 


FALL OF JUST A MILE. 


AERONAUTS THRILLING EXPERIENCE 
UP AMONG THE CLOUDS.

Gold was probably the first metal 
observed and collected, because of the 
instinctive understanding of its in- 
trinsic A'alue. 
About it superstitions 
grew, religious and ceremonious rites, 
and atnange crimes were committed 
for its possession in the days when it 
was believed lhafc it was of such stuii* 
that the sun itself was made and the 
halls of Yalhalla pavcrl. 
Rock paint- 
ings and carvings in Egyptian tombs 
earlier than the days of Joseph indi- 
cate the operation of washing aurife- 
rous sand, and a subsequent melting 
in furnaces by the aid of blowpipes. 


Less than twenty years ago the old 
mines of Nubia, so graphically de- 
scribed by Diodorous, were rediscov- 
ered on the shores of the Red sea, to- 
gether with a line of ancient wells 
across the desert; the underground 
workings where ore veins had been 
followed with the pick, the rude cup- 
eling furnaces for assaying, picks, oil- 
lamps, stone mills, mortars and pes- 
tles, inclined washing-tables of stone, 
crucibles, and retorting furnaces of 
burned tile, by which the entire pro- 
cess could be traced. 
Here slaves 
and hapless prisoners 
of 
"svar ex- 
changed their life-blood for glittering 
dust to fill the treasuries of their cap- 
;ors. 
In India and Asia Minor the 
powdered ore was washed down over 
smooth sloping rocks, and goldcaught 
n the fleeces of sheepskins sunk in 
the street. 
It was literally a golden 
fleece that Jason brought back from 
the Caucasus. 


Farther north, and following the 
eastern foothills of Mount Ararat to 
the southern slopes of the Ural moun- 
tains in Russian Siberia, -where last 
year millions were taken out of the 
old mines, the ancient Scythians broke 
up rock and gravel with copper imple- 
ments, scraped out the glittering clust^ 
and nuggets with the fangs of wild 
boars, and through this region miners 
of today know that one of the chief 
dangers to be avoided are the Scythian 
pits, 60 feet deep in the gravel, and 
shaped like a well. 
The remains of 
thousands of small furnaces of burned 
elay testify to the long period over 
which the workings of the mines ex- 
tended.—Modern Machinery,

The horrible means used for inflict- 
ing the extreme penalty of the law by 
the Chinese has been the subject of 
many articles all over the civilized 
world, but of late, owing to the 
ad- 
vantages of a higher education and 
the introduction of civilized customs 
into the Chinese empire, little has 
been heard of these cold-blooded exe- 
cutions. 


It seems, however, that, 
although 
the inexorable indiscretionary law has 
passed out of existence in the more 
civilized portion of the empire, 
it is 
still in effect in other localities, where 
the condemned is imt to death by 
slicing process. 
A case has recently 
come to light in the northern part of 
China, andalthough eftbrtswere made 
to save the oöender, they were unsuc- 
cessful, and he was killed in the old- 
time way—literally butchered alive. 


The victim was a boy eleven years 
old, who, while inlaying with a piece 
of metal attached to a cord, accident- 
ally struck his mother on the head, 
her injury proving fatal. 
By a pecu- 
liar Chinese law the child who kills a 
parent, wilfully or by accident, must 
pay for the act with his life. The child 
in this case was accordingly taken 
into custody at once, a mere form of 
trial was gone through, and a verdict 
of guiUy found and sentence of death 
by the knife passed.

Professor A. W, Barnard, the aiiro- 
naut, had a phenominal escape from 
death at Nashville, Tenn. 
He fell 
from a height of 5000 feet and lives to 
toll of his thrilling experience. 
The 
balloon which supports his 
airsiip 
burst when a mile above the 
earth. 
He and his apparatus plunged back to 
solid ground, and the remarkable fact 
is that he esca])ed serious injury. 
.He 
was badly shaken up, but quickly re- 
covered from the shock sulliciently to 
walk. 
The daring aerial navigator 
owes his escape to the fact that his 
balloon luckily transformed itself in- 
to a parachute. 
Professor 
Barnard 
arranged to make a quiet voyage with 
his airship for experimental i)urposos, 
and his ascension Avas not advertised. 
He made it from the grounds of the 
Tennessee 
Centennial 
exposition. 
He began his flight into the upper 
regions Avithout demonstration 
and 
with no crowd present to cheer him 
on. He had made careful preparations, 
forcing nearly 5000 feet of hydrogen 
gas into the balloon. 
This Avas more 
than he had used on any of his previ- 
ous trips, and the fabric of his balloon 
was distended until it almost snapped 
with the tension. 


When Professor Barnard shouted 
''Let her go!" his assistants released 
the machine and it shot aAvay from the 
earth like a mighty bird. 
As it rose 
above the trees and buildings it at- 
tracted the notice of people, and neAvs 
of the ascension spread from mouth to 
mouth. 
The streets 
Avere quickly 
lilled Avith sj)ectators, and many hur- 
ried toAvard the exposition 
grounds. 
The daring inventor Avas plainly seen 
manipulating the machinery until the 
iiirshii^ Avas high in the air. 
When it 
had become a mere speck against the 
sky the spectators suddenly saAv it re- 
verse its course and begin to fall. 


It Avas soon 
observed that the 
balloon and its attachments 
were 
Avobbling in a strange manner, and it 
became eA'ident to the anxious throng 
beloAv that something had gone Avrong 
Avith the airship. 
As the falling 
ma- 
chine and its lone passenger 
came 
near enough to be seen distinctly, it 
Avas noticed that the balloon had lost 
much of its gas, for it had lost its 
shape and its loose sides Avere flapping 
like so many streamers. 
The Avord 
Avas passed that the balloon had burst 
and the city Avas lilled Avith excite- 
riient. 
The 
flying 
machine at times 
fell Avith fearful A'eIocity,and at others 
floated Avith an easy motion. 
The 
balloon Avas 
flattened 
out and 
had 
somewhat the eflect of an irregularly- 
shaped parachute. 
It swayed from 
side to side and threatened to throw 
the navigator from his seat. 


As the airship shot 
doAvn to 
the 
earth Professor Barnard could be seen 
holding Avith a grip 
of death to the 
ropes. 
When Avithin about two hun- 
dred feet of the earth the balloon be- 
came partially 
filled 
A v i t h air as it 
rushed rapidly to the earth. 
It tilled 
out and the sjjeed of the descent AA'as 
checked. 
By the time it struck the 
ground it Avas traveling at a moderate- 
ly low rate of speed, and Professor 
Barnard Avas not even stunned Avhen 
he Anally landed on Mother Earth af- 
ter his thrilling 
experience. 
The 
balloon, after it struck the earth, 
drifted up against a fence, Avhere it 
lodged. 
The gas Avhich Avas escaping 
from the rent in the ballon Avas suf- 
focating, 
The balloon fell in a A'acant 
lot outside the exposition grounds, not 
far from the main entrance. 


As soon as the cripple airship with 
its human freight struck the earth a 
large crowd rushed out of the exposi- 
tion grounds to see Avhat damage had 
been done. 
Some 
Avere breathless 
Avith excitement, 
for they 
coniiden- 
tially expected to flnd Professor Bai'- 
nard a dead man. 
They had seen the 
balloon tumble doAvn to the 
earth 
in 
an unnatural shape and knew that the 
chance of a horrible result to the acci- 
dent Avas almost sure to folloAv, 
They 
Avere relieved 
to lind the daring aero- 
naut safe and sound. 
The professor 
Avas naturally rattled a bit, but he Avas 
only too glad that he landed on a soft 
place. 
The lot in Avhich the shiiJ fell 
is covered Avith grass knee high, and 
Avas about the most comfortable spot 
that 
Professor Barnard 
could have 
selected, even if hehadanojjportunity 
of making a choice. 
It 
ia almost a 
miracle that he escaped a Iiorrible 
death. 
The trees houses and fences 
near by Avere objects that he dreaded, 
and as the aflair turned out he Avas 
fortunate enough to escape every ob- 
stacle,—Philadeli^hia Times.

A v o r t h y to be called 
huts, consisting of a feAV branches of 
trees, the loAver ends of 
A v h i c h aro 
•tuck in the ground in a circle, A v h i l e 
the upper ends are bent o/er toAvard 
the middle and carelessly thatched to- 
gether, 
Such a house, together Avith 
a canoe, a couple of i^addles, one or 
two sijears or harpoons of bone for the 
^.apture of seals, aud one or more bas- 
kets made of rushes for u^e in gather- 
ing mollusks, fulllll all the domestic 
requirements of a family. 
From tho 
great accumulation of shell heaps in 
many places periodically occupied, it is 
evident that the people 
described 
have inhabited the region for a long 
period, during A v h i c h their habits and 
customs have undergone little change. 


Of very dificrent character are the 
tribes to the east of the 
Cordilleras. 
They belong to Araucanian stock, and 
are

race. 
The 
Tehuelches—as they call themselves 
—of southern and eastern Patagonia 
are the jjeople Avhose unusual stature 
gave rise to the fables 
of early days,

bout four billion one hundred and 
sixty million feet of logs were cut in 
tho season of 1S95—that is, to sav^ 
what is equivalent to four billion one 
hundred and sixty million pieces of 
board tAveh'e inches square and one 
inch thick. 
I Avonder if even the lum- 
bermen themselves, and the log cut- 
ters, and the manufacturers of lumber 
in the great mills, realize Avhat an 
enormous amount of lumber that is. 
AVhy, it Avould build a house around 
the globe, with a main room ten feet 
high and a large attic, ceiling up the 
inside walls and roof Avith sweet, fra- 
grant pine; 
it Avould jnit down "a 
matched floor; and then, Avhen the 
house Avas all - completed, there would 
be 
left 
enough 
lumber 
to 
build 
tight board fences on either side of 
the house, three feet and a half high, 
the whole distance around the globe, 
beside all this, there would be shin- 
gles enough for a good portion of the 
house, and then, if the mighty build- 
er of such a 
globe-girdling 
house 
\vanted to fit it up a little more neat- 
ly, there Avould be a large supply of 
laths, and, I suppose the plasterers 
could furnish him enough stucco and 
lime. 


Or if he Avanted to construct a roof- 
shelter for all the people on the globe, 
our mighty builder could accommo-' 
date them all, allowing to each, man, 
Nvoman, and child a clear space of two 
square feet in Avhich to stand, and 
still have room left over for five hun- 
dred millions of men, with the same 
room in which to stand. And, to look 
at it in still another Avay, this same 
builder Avould have material to con- 
struct a bicycle-path of pine, a little 
over tAvo feet A\'ide, from the earth to 
the mooD, for there would be nearly 
eight 
hundred thousand 
miles of 
board a foot Avide and an inch thick. In 
saAving this lumber up into the re- 
quired length and thickness, there 
was a great waste iu 
sawdust-so 
great, indeed, that the saAvdust pile 
would stand a hundred and tAvelve 
feet high on a city square, and five 
hundred feet square at the base; and 
this is saying nothing about the vast 
amount of pieces of slabs AA-hich are 
split up into kindlings. 


This enormous quantity of lumber 


represents merely the output of two 
forests—one in the northwestern part 
of the state of Wisconsin, and the 
other in the northern part of the state 
of Minnesota; and at the rate the logs 
are being cut »up there Avill.::not be a 
piece of pine forest standing in all 
this vast region at the end of 
ten 


years, unless something is done by 
the government to put a stop to the 
ravages.

A current motor, for use in running 
streams, consists of tAvo flanged cylin- 
ders, pivoted end to end in a floating 
frame Avith a cogAvheel mounted on a 
shaft and meshing into circular-toothed 
gears on the inner ends of the cylin- 
ders.

A Curious Pocket Plcco. 


A^ Union 
Pacific engineer 
has a 
fashion of making unique pocket pieces 
for his friends. 
He runs a passenger 
engine west, and Avhen oiling 
¡previ- 
ous to a run he drops 
a nickle five- 
cent piece into 
the brass oil cup on 
the crosshead of the piston rod. 
His 
run is 300 miles. 
When he reaches 
his destination he unscrews the top of 
the oil cup and takes the nickle out. 
It has been metamorphosed 
into 
a 
curious little button Avith an evenly 
turned rim, Avithin Avhich, on the one 
side is 
the 
countersunk 
head 
of 
Liberty, divested of her stars, and on 
the other side a V and tho wreath. 
The edge of the croAvn is as perfect as 
if had been pounded on an anvil by an 
expert silversmith. 


The perfection of this is due to the 
even vibration the coin has been sub- 
jected to. 
The motion of the piston 
is horizontal, and it travels forty-eight 
inches, 
back and forth, with every 
revolution of the Avheels. The interior 
of the oil cup is round and the edges 
of the nickel 
as it 
travels back and 
forth in the oil, striking the sides of 
the cup, are turned over and pounded 
into perfect roundness. 
Sometimes 
a nickle is left iu the cup during the 
round trip, or 600 miles. When taken 
out it is a nickle 
bullet, a perfect 
polished sphere. Who discovered this 
unique method of turning 
the edges 
of a nickel is not 
knoAvn, 
but many 
engineers 
knoAV 
of 
it. — Tacoma 
(Wash.) Ledger.

The Philadelphia plant consists 
of 
one 150 H. P. boiler, two 50 General 
Electric arc llffht generators which are 
belted to a 125 H. P. standard AA^estingr- 
house engrine. It took 20 miles of wire 
for the overhead construction 
and a 
sub-marine cable is used in crossing: 
the Schuylkill River.

where I had shot the single one.

March, 1894, while traveling by train 
near London, Ont.,I saw fourpigeons 
flying East.

harshness had never killed. He saw 
the light in her eyes, and feebly essay- 
ing to take her hand he sobbed: 


"Dear, I'm so sorr5% Will you forgivft 
me?" 


Forgive him? Would she? Kneeling 
by the dying man's bedside, she Avept i 
softly, while he, with tongue freed at 
last, rambled on deliriously about old 
times. She did not-leave him until the 
end came. He died with his hand In 
hers and a look of happiness that his 
face^had not borne in twenty years.
